We haven't much information for you this first time around, 
but even now we're planning big things for tne future. This issue 
is meant as an introduction to the troup. It contains three 
programming sheets, the first of which is on the reverse of this 
Letter and which contains a simplified, alphabetized chart for 
doing Sorcerer's single-stroke BASIC. To type in a function, nold 
down the graphics bar and nit tne key indicated by tne chart. The 
second sheet, entitled "MEMORY ALLOCATION CHART", contains the 
decimal addresses where you would poke characters into video RAM. 
The third sheet, on the back of the memory sheet, shows a simple 
Machine Language routine to do single character input from the 
Keyboard. The routine may be useful in some of your programs, and 
it supplies an introduction to Macnine Language programming on tne 
sorcerer. 


Because the success of this organization depends on what you 
want to be ineluded in the newsletter, we nave enclosed a 
questionnaire that we would like you to fill out and return to us.

CHR$(28) to CHRS$(31) Sets width of characters
